Ay IDYL OF THE PLAINS. 



In the spring of 1866 the narrator was 
■erring in the Beoond United States 
emlij, and waa atationed at Fort Lara- 
mie. PieTiona to thiia there had been 
Ofueh tronble wifh the Indiana, bat at 
that time a profoond peace had ano- 
ceodeJ, and Boldiers and Indians were 
living on the most friendly terms. In 
the noigliborliood Spotted Tail was sta- 
tioned with a whole band of red men, 
warriors, squaws, and papooses, numtier- 
iug in all wmething over 8,000 aonla. 
Many of the femaleB ol Bpoitted TaQ 
irereqnite good looking, Bat amoLg 
them all none waa man beaatifal than 
the dniiglitcr of th* dd obfal bimaelf, 
Bpottod Tail. 

The Boldier who tells the story does 
not remember the girl's Indian name, 
bat knowa that ahe was known to all the 
garrison as Panlina, The most oloasio 
and Mthetio of mortala oould not deny 
herbeaaiy. She had a good forehead, a 
well-formed bead, teatorea almost Ore 
ciun in their outline, and a farm that any 
woman might envy, it waa go exquisitely 
rounded, and yet no graceftd and statu- 
esque. Her dress set off all those beau- 
ties to the utmost advantage. Bhu was 
18 yean of age, and walked with a Urm, 
graoefal gait, in which every movement 
geemed perf eotion. She waa wonderfully 
neat In her peraonal appearance, and her 
hair waa alwaya dressed in the prettiest 
and most becoming style, and never 
hung loosely and slovenly about her 
head, as did that of most squaws. 

No wonder the old chief, her father, 
loved her, or that all the Indians, as 
well ai the whole garrioon, felt the be- 
nign influenoe of her presenoa, But in 
ill the garrison there was no one who 
ooneeived tor her so great a passion 
or who saw his suit met with so muoh 
favor as a young Liouteniint in an in- 
fantry regiment stationed in tho fort. 
Lieut Livingstone was the scion of a 
worthy New York family, proud alike of 
the purity of their blood, the honor of 
thiiir family name and their nndispnted 
iMiJth. He irasapersohotflne, manly 
presonoe, and, as the narrator beliarea, 
in honorable and high-minded gentle- 
man, lly that nudeflned, undeflnable 
jomuthing, cull it love, magnetism, 
eliictricity, what you please, there 
•prang u|) in the hearts of both these 
yuiing pcojilo a mutual feeling of sym- 
pathy oud affeclion for each other. 
9|iotted Tail may not at first have 
looked with favor upon hi* dangfater'a 
rliu:«<, but, whatever bad ophiionhemay 
huve ha<l of the LKOtenant was ohwged 
liy a little episode in which the 
r ■'•iit'-'fitil rrnn a parti(-i])ant. Some of 
the Sioux had lately been preying on 
the garrison and had stolen their horsee. 
Spotted Tail's mea were hostile to them, 
and lookel eagerly for the vengeance 
nbUk ftij knew their white trienda 
wooldTlBltan thaSioai. UttUabaad 
of soldiers, in which waslndadedlieat 
■ Livingbtone, started out, accompanied 
by two Indian guides from Spotted 
Tea's band. The Dortr tntTetod all 



night through a most roninntu' country; 
the scenery hod a sublime imd mggod 
grandeur, and tltey i insi-.l over high 
mouutoina and scaled the i:dgeu of deep 
precipices. When morning come they 
met the Sioux, killed a great number oi 
them, Moovered their horsee, took mSby 
fine animals from the Indians and rifled 
the desertcil camp of much rich booty. 
The war bud, however, been hotly oon- 
t<'sU'il, the Indians lighting like tigers. 
Hut no one on tho side of tho whites had 
fought with so much flerceueas as Lieut 
Livingstone. He seemed to care noth- 
ing for his own life, but fought with a 
bravery that waa the admhration of all 
who saw it The Indian gnidea brought 
back to their chief tho story of Living- 
stone's valor, and, as tho Indian prizes 
notliing so highly lus bravery, Spott<!d 
Tail from that mcuneiit looked tii)OuLiv- 
iugstone as a great hero, and thusbegan 
one of tbosa friendshipe whioh nothing 
but death con sander. 

Time went on, and there crept into 
the poor Indian's life the old, old story 
of the pain and Bwc?looai of a great 
love. 

Lieut Livingstone insisted on mar- 
riage according to both the rites of tiie 
church and the red man, and according 
to the testimony of those who knew the 
parties it was consummated. In the 
meantime nunor, with her thonsand 
tongues, spread the stoiy far and wide 
till it reached the homes of the Living- 
stones in New TTork. The Licuteniuit's 
mother was plunged into an excess of 
shamo and iiidigimtioii at her son's con- 
duct ; the father had a tit of most un- 
aristocratic rago, and tho valiant old 
man started for the West, determined 
to push on lor Fort Laramie, whatever 
lions or Indians lay in his patii, and pie- 
vent thi« most nnnatnral and dangerous 
liaison from,going further. Out on the 
ploiuii dreadful stories of laSlaa massa- 
creH nod biirder troubles came to his 
ears, iind tho old fellow hurried back to 
gout and civilizatinn. 

Beyond the Bocky mountains the 
Fort Laramie idyl waa nearing its end. 
A few months of happiness went by, the 
old chief loving the young man as his 
sou, the daughter evidently finding an 
earthly paradise with her soldier lover. 

Here we touch the shadow of a great 
mystery. Was her husliand true or 
false ? All tho soldiers know is that he 
suddenly left the garrison with a scout- 
ing party. Was it to obey the coll ol 
duty, ur hod he Urod of his Indian bride? 
For the rest the old chief saw that his 
beautiful prairie flower was fading, The 
rest is soon told. In afew short months, 
in giving birth to a beautiful child with 
the sanctity of a grout sorrow resting on 
its little brow, Pauline tbed. A:ul about 
three weeks after tho young life i)erished 
too. in the meantime, many of the 
KoldieiB hod left to quell some Indian 
diaturbanoes that were oconrr^g at the 
ime, and the whole story of Pauline's 
death was unknown to them. . It waa in 
the beautiful days of early autumn, and 
the rare enchantment of the matnhles." 
Indian summer lay over every thing. In 
tho dying glories of i rarely beautiful 
day in the foil of 1867 tho soldiers were 
retaming to the garrison. As they ap- 
proached ltd familiar surroandinga they 
were surprised at seeing a large eon- 
toursQ of other soldiers hi the garrison 
iuustctod around some object. Later 
hey discovered that many Indians were 
in the I'-arty, and thouglit that somo- 
hing of an unusual character must l>c 
'rauspiring. 

A nearer approach and a few moments' 
)bservaiinn and inquiry revealed the 
;'gniaeanL'e of the scene, 'Spotted Tail 
lid his « linle band with all the soldien> 
r tli'> c ini Oil bud lurnpil out to cele- 
brate with the most solemn Indiim rites 
the funeral of tho old chief's daughter 
and her child. The blae coats and gild- 
ed bnttona of the soldiers, mingled wili> 
the faatastio attire and picturesque dis- 
play of color shown by the braves, the 
wailing ol the Indian women, and the 
funeral rites, made all tho more solemn 
and impressive to tho mind of the sol- 
diers from the novelty and mystery con- 
nected with them. These ceremonies 
were celebrated on a small elevatiou oi 
a mound. In the soldiers' ceremony at 
Fort Laramie Spotted Tail and hi» 
whde band, the old chief ridhig ahead, 
followed by ell his warriors, and the 
whole company uttering frightful mean- 
ings. Tho squaws, many of iln'm mount- 
ed on pcuies, camo with their hair dis- 
heveled and hanging loosely over their 
shoulders and the front of their persons. 
Looking around them the soldiers soon 
saw the phtoe (lesigned for Pauline's 
sepnloher. On the top of four upright 
posts tho warriors placed a plain white 
box about four feet wide, nine feet long, 
and four feet deei). Tlii . bdx contained 
FatUine, and in it the Iiuliiins placed 
various articles for tho young wonian's 
use in her joamey to the happy hunting- 
gronnds. Among these aitides were 
buffalo robes, various kinds of furs and 
skins, two saddles, and two dirks with 
elegantly-ornamented handles. There 
were also three bows and a bunch of 
arrows, moile after tho fashion of the 
Cheyenne tribe, of which Spotted Tail 
and his family were members. 

The box being filled and placed on the 
poles, the chief made a signal that it 
should be brought forward. A number 
of ponies from ontalde of the cemetery 
were brought in. Out of all that great 
herd there was selected one beautiful 
animal. They then i*iu;ed on the i)ony 
their choicest Indian gear, spotted rib- 
bons, beads, feathers, etc. Spotted 
Tail then got down from his pony, which 
was similarly decorated. The first pony, 
from the care bestowed in its selection, 
was supposed to be the best in the pjir 
ty, and tho other, aa it bdooged to the 
chief, was, of course, thought not to 
rank far behind it in excellence. These 
ponies were, according to tho Indian'h 
theology, designed for Paulino's use 
daring the long journey she would have 
to make before reaching the happy 
hnating-groonds. The skins and bnffiilo 
robes placed inside the sarcophagus 
were for her use through the long win 
ter when she would have to wear fur 
about her for a cloak and ar juud her 
feet for moccasins. All the other arti 
dee had definite uses according to In 
snpenutoralism, bat the signitb 
canoe of moat ol thanlhe soldiers oould 
not determine. 

In the aoooant it was stated that Mrs 
Livhigstane, motlier «t the Uantenaat, 



waa seanming lor ner aen s onua ner 
search will be in vain, for it died a short 

time after the death of its nuillu r, and 
its UlUo Kurcopliagufl is placed on a 
smallot' and shorter system of raised 
poles beside that of Pauline. 

Lieut Liviugstouo was not present at 
the iutombment of his bridt>, and was 
not beard of by the garrison bxt a long 
time afterward. Later moiors btuU' 
positively that he is. dead, and it is tuiid 
ho eiid. l1 1 is rather romaatic lifeouu 
vtryaye to Europe. 



MmroBTAXT TO riAKnn 

The si:cc(-s3 of a surgical operation 
licrformod some time ago by Dr. Will- 
iam S. Forbes, "Ptotetsat of Anatomy at 
the Jefferson Medical College, demon- 
strates a way in which musicians may 
overcome the necessity of years of con- 
stant praotioe to destroy the rigidity 
whioh naturally exists in the third or 
ring finger. The normal infirmity has 
always been tho great drawbook of stu- 
dents. To obtain a thorough knowledge 
of tho theory of music, flexibility and 
cose in the movement of the third finger 
is absolutely requireil 

The subject was brought to the at- 
tention of Dr. Forbes by Prof. Zock- 
wer, a music teacher. The physician 
gave the ossnrance that if a subject wero 
procured ho would demonstrate that 
with a uot-very-paiuful surgical opera- 
tion tho finger could be brought under 
control, Ayouug colored man in the 
employ of Prof. Z^okwer, who had some 
musical ability, consented to subject 
bimself to the shrgeon'a soalpeL Ir the 
ca&o of tlte third finger, nnlike its neigh- 
bors, the upper or extensor tendon is 
joined with the tendons of the fingers on 
each side of it by two similar or aocee- 
sory tendons. acts like a martin- 

gale, and lioldN tlie linger down BO OOm- 
pletely that nothing but OOnitsnt strain 
will loosen the pn ssure. * 

Dr. Forbes, when the snbjeot was 
brought to him, simply made two amall 
openings in the back of the left hand on 
each side of the extensor tendon, and 
divided the troublesome aooossorios. 
Tho finger wa^ at once released, and 
immediately after the operation the 
young unui wits ablo to raise the finger, 
and describe on arc of a circle an inch 
and a half greater than he could before. 
Since the operation the finger haa been 
rapidly gaining strength, and now at ex- 
ercise it does yeoman gervice aa com- 
pared with Us twin of the other band.— 
PktladtlpMa Seeord. 



IKSTSVCTirB KirKBIMENTa. 

It will be news to most people that or- 
diinry gas will pass through stone work, 
and that tho human breath can be sent 
throngh a brick wall so strongly as to 
deflect a candle on the other side. At 
the New York Academy of Sciences 
lately Prof, Doremns demonstrated the 
truth of these things. He had before 
him a piece of sandstone, rectargnlar 
and four and three-quarters inches in 
thiv'knoas, Placing against this a tube, 
he passed gas from one of the Mtn el 
pipes against the brick. After waiting 
a few minutes be pat a light against the 
other face of the sandstone and imme- 
diately a small flame aprang up, show- 
ing that the gas had gone through the 
snbstsnoe. He then took a mass of 
brickwork, made of best Phila<lelphia 
brick. Against one face of this he put 
the tube, and at "to back of it a candle. 
Ashe blew thn.itgh tho tube the light 
was plainly deflected. Very little press 
ure, he said, was enough to send the air 
or gas through. Sewage gas penetrates 
snbstanoec with just aa much or greater 
ease. A water trap ia perfectly useless, 
oxdess there be a ventilating pipe with 
it; then the water will check the gas, 
and the latter will naturally seek its 
easiest way out The walls of hospitu 
Dr. Uoremus says, become Kiitiinited 
with disease, and the only way to cure 
them is to adopt the Hebraic plan and 
leave not one stone standing upon an- 
other. He hod found chlorine gas the 
beet disinfectant for Boch pnrposea. He 
had once generated three tons of this 
gas in a ward of Bellcvne Hospital, 
where pyiomia was constantly occurring 
through the saturation of the walls with 
poison, and there had been a marked 
improvement since. The chlorine treat- 
ment, he Bays, should he resorted to 
every few months in such places. 



T.A'AT, yoT JUSTICF. \ 

'v'illiam Shaw, a respoctablo Iradei- 
man of lildinbiirgh, was blcssod with a 
daughter who had formed a foolish at- 
tachment f6r a yonng man of badohar* 
aoter. Natarally enough, the father ob- 
jooted to the whole bnsineea. The fool- 
ish young woman, growmg dosperate, 
stabbed herself. When in the throes of 
death, in the presence of ititnesses, her 
father appeared, and before expiring sho 
uttered the words, " Oruol father, thou 
art the cause of my death 1" Tho father, 
at this accusation, was said to exhibit 
great agita^y. On the evidence, then, 
of the daughter's dying speech, and the 
deoided alarm whidi he displayed, the 
unfortunate father was condemned to tha 
gallows. Apparently no evidoiieo could 
be more conclusive ; but still, l o it re- 
membered, it was only "ai'paieiitly." 
It was simply, after all, going on tho 
question of precedent It wiis only a 
presumption of fact grounded on a gen- 
eral belief that the confession of a dying 
persan may always be taken for granted 
to be true. Bat droumstances proied 
otherwise. A year or so afterward, as a 
new tenant of Shaw's former apartments 
was rummaging by chaiu'c in tho room 
in ■whidi Catherine Hlmw hud died, he 
accicleiiliilly discovered ii pajH r which 
hiul fallen into a cavity on one side of 
the chimney. It waa folded as a letter, 
and. on being opened the following con- 
fession was bronc^t to light : 

"Barbabous FA'ram: Tonr cruelty 
having put it out of my power ever to 
join my fate to that of tho man I could lovo, 
and tyrannically insisting uiK)n luy mar- 
rying one whom I always bated, has 
made me form a resolution to put an end 
to on existence which has l)ecomo a bur- 
den to me. I doubt not I shall find 
mercy in another world, for aare no be- 
nevolent Being can require that I ahoald 
live any longer in torment to myself in 
this. My death I lay to yourcharge. 
When yon read this, consider yonrself 
an inhuman wretch tliut plunged the 
murderous knife into tho bosom of the 
unhappy OathsbinbShaw." 

For another case might be quoted the 
famous trial and conviction uf Bradford, 
the innkeeper. Here the evidence whioh 
proilaoed conviction oonsisted of thefiiot 
that he was seen standing with a bloody 
knife in his hand over the body of the 
murdered mall, lira.lford hum ex. eule.l; 
but l)y a deathbed confession- of (-Miilt it 
subsequently became known that tho 
real murderer was the servant of his vic- 
tim, who had been tempted to the crime 
by the knowledge that his unfortnnato 
master was carrying a conaiderable sum 
of money aMoat hia person. Here, again, 
was another case of the fallibility of ar- 
gtiing on precedent. Otlu r undnijliled 
murderers have been ceuvieti d In cause 
they had been caught red-handed in tho 
presence of their victims. Therefore 
Bradford was undoubtedly guilty lie- 
canse he was discovered under the some 
cintumstaaces, snd it waa quite un- 
natural to suppose anything to the e>n> 
trary. Aa to the well-known case of the 
Courier of Lyons, the Qeddeley cose and 
the recent case of Habran, who fortun- 
ately cscapo.l the gallows, there ia no 
need to enter into any iiarticuhu: de- 
tails, as thus.' already quoted are sulH- 
cient for any ordinary jmrpose of expo- 
sition. It may bo taken for granted, 
then, that the lawyer is not always the 
best, and never, at any time, the only 
judge of the valoa of evidenoe. — 3Vu. 
Uy's Magazine.

XUXES BKD-UBADISD DOTS. 

In 18i3 or IfHi there were three very 
wild and very xed-headed boya living on 
theaomeaqnaie in nankfortt Ky., and 
going to school to the same master, 
Prot B. B. Sayre, one of the best edu- 
cators of tiio old regime, and a man of 
marked character and eccentricities. 
These three red -headed boys were Ooorgo 
O. Vest, John M. Harlan and B. Qralz 
Brown. Brown was known by the sob- 
riquet ot "Beddy" Brown. After school 
was ont and the darkness of night had 
tlirown a veil ol oomparative protection 
over tho apple orchards of the neigh Iwr- 
hood, the tlire-j buys would giitlior on 
tho front jxiroli of tlio Vest mansion and 
" talk." They used to make wishes and 
resolves, and no resolution stopped short 
of tho ultimate President of the United 
States. OneofUiem is now anAsso- 
oiate Jnatioeof the Supreme Oonrt, 
another UnitedStates Senator from Mis- 
souri, and the other has been Qovemor 
of Missouri, United States Sonator, and 
in 1872 received tho complimentary vote 
of tho Demoomtio Eleoton foi Vice 
President. 

The three have met in Louisville fre- 
quently since boyhood, and these re- 
unioos were always memorable ones, at 
least to the three. One of the stories 
told with particular delight by Senator 
Vest at the liust meeting waa of Prof. 
Sayro's school. Sayre was a man of 
higli temper, and when in bad humor 
was tho cause of terror to all his pupils. 
One day when the class was called ho 
was 80 plainly ont of temper that the 
lesson was frightenel ont of the head of 
every pupil, as David Copperfluld "felt 
whole pages slipping away." 

" Spell mouse I " ho called out to the 
bead of the class. "M-o-u-s-e," was 
nimbly passed over. " Very well — what 
is the plural I " was the next question 
fired' at the boy with the precision of a 
bullet, "Mouses I" answered the 
frightened lad. "Nex^" eried the 
teacher, and every boy in the line lost 
his head, and one after another an- 
swered "mouses," including Vest, Har- 
lan and Brown, all very close to the bot- 
tom. 

Mr. Sayro's rage was complete. Be- 
gi..&U]g at the ueod of tho class he took 
every boy, one after another, by the ears 
and bumpad his head against the wall, 
and judicial, Senatorial and Oubemato- 
rial heads echoed as profound .and revre- 
lioialiiig a thi:d as any of the othen.— ■
